THE DISCOVERY OF GOLD IN NORTH GEORGIA 


In 1828, as the story goes, Benjamin Parks found gold in the 
north Georgia hills, an event that triggered the nation's first 
gold rush. The discovery of gold on what was then Cherokee land 
lured thousands of fortune hunters to the verdant mountains and 
eventually resulted in the forced exile of the Indians. One early 
mine owner was John C. Calhoun who became a South Carolina sena¬ 
tor, a Vice President of the United States, and a leading secess¬ 
ionist. 

Gold still gleams in Dahlonega, a charming crossroads community 
located about an hour's drive northwest of Atlanta. Businesses 
bear such names as the Gold Dust Lodge and the Gold Shop. Gold 
leaf shines from a spire at North Georgia College. Gold coins and 
gold-veined rock shimmer richly in Dahlonega's Gold Museum. Gold 
also glitters brightly in the eyes of people panning for flakes 
and nuggets. 

Auraria was the initial Capital of the goldmining district, but 
it was soon displaced by Dahlonega (meaning gold in Cherokee) 
which became the seat of Lumpkin County. It was also the site of 
one of the federal government's first branch mints. Between 1838 
and 1861, more than $6 million in gold coins were minted there. 

Reportedly, in 1849, Mr. Matthew F. Stephenson, assayer at the 
mint, tried to dissuade miners from heading to California. Deliv¬ 
ering a speech from the Courthouse steps, he gestured to the sur¬ 
rounding mountainous landscape and exclaimed, "There's millions 
in it!", a phrase later transformed by Mark Twain into "There's 
gold in them thar hills!" 

That massive red brick courthouse, the oldest public building 
in north Georgia, today houses gold rush artifacts and exhibits, 
instead of legal records. Built in 1836 to deal with the region's 
rampant lawlessness and a mountain of disputed claims, the 
structure is now the Gold Museum, operated by the state's Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources and chronicling the early days of gold 
fever. Items on display include a 2,500 pound safe, milling and 
refining gear, old prints and documents, and gold coins and nug¬ 
gets. The museum, open Tuesday through Sunday, also offers a 
25 minute film of Georgia's gold mining history. In the summer 
months, staff members sometimes give gold-panning demonstrations 
at a sluice box in the front of the building. 

The Museum occupies the center of the compact town square, which 
boasts craft and antique shops, jewelry stores, restaurants, an 
ice cream parlor, and even a Christmas boutique. Balconied two- 
story, 19th century architecture dominates the square and many 
of the buildings are on the National Historic Register. On sunny 
summer weekends, local musicians frequently gather in the square 
to play traditional folk instruments. 

A few family-run mines still extract gold from north Georgia's 
hills. The Crisson Mine, Dahlonega's only commercial operation, 
supplied the 60 ounces of gold, that in thin leaf form, covers 
the state capitol dome in Atlanta. 


There are no mines restored or set up for exhibition purposes, 
but from April to November visitors can pan for gold in sluice 
boxes at the Crissom Mine, Gold Miner's Camp, The Smith House, 
and the Connor House. A pan of gravelly sand typically costs 
$1.50, and most people find at least a few tiny flakes of gold. 

The panning takes steady hands, sharp eyes, and considerable 
patience. 

Prospectors who want to strike out on their own can pan the 
streams in the nearby Chattahoochee National Forest. The Crisson 
Mine and some hardware stores sell basic metal pans. Maps are 
available, showing regional terrain and spots where gold has 
been found. 

Dahlonega takes its heritage seriously, but has fun doing it. 

In April 1988, it became home of the Annual World Open Gold 
Panning championships previously held for more than two decades 
at Sutter's Mill in California. The contest is based on panning 
skill, speed, and technique, not on finding quantities of gold. 

Every year, the community hosts Gold Rush Days, a weekend 
bursting with arts, crafts, contests, and parades. The event 
features gospel singing, bluegrass music, gold panning, clogging, 
a liar's contest and a children's treasure hunt. This year's 
celebration will be held October 19 and 20. 

In this vein, all's not gold that glitters. In early December, 
Dahlonega holds an old-fashioned Christmas celebration, high¬ 
lighted by demonstrations such as blacksmithing and basketweaving. 
In May, there's the Wild Flower Festival of the Arts, and in late 
June the town tunes up for summer with a four day Bluegrass Fest. 

An easy drive from Atlanta via Route 400 or U.S. 19, Dahlonega 
is a jumping-off point for Amicalola Falls, southern terminus 
of the Appalachian Trail and lies just north of Lake Lanier, a 
major recreation spot in Georgia.

THE ULTIMATE COIN DATING SYSTEM 


Most countries date their coins using the date when the coins were 
minted. A few countries use two dating systems on one coin such as 
Saudi Arabia and the States of India. At least two countries have 
used three dating systems on one coin. However, only one country has 
ever dated its coins with four dating systems on each coin and all 
these systems are on the obverse! 


Cambodian coinage has been scarce over the centuries. In 1841 A.D. 
when King Rama III died, his son Ang-duong was proclaimed king. However, 
due to internal strife, he was not recognized as the king until 1847 A.D 

To commemorate his coronation, sets of regular circulation coins and 
sets of pattern coins were minted in 1847 A.D. The pattern coinage 
consisted of: a one quarter tical and a one tical coin both minted in 
tin with reeded edges, a three tical coin with plain or reeded edges 
also minted in tin, and a four tical coin in silver. 


The regular circulation issue consisted of:

FRENCH REVOLUTIONARY CALENDAR 


1792 A.D. to 1805 A.D. 


This most interesting calendar began on September 22, 1792 A. D. 
the day from which the First French Republic was reckoned. It was 
substituted for the ordinary calendar by the National Convention 
in 1793. 


The year was divided into twelve months of thirty days each with 
five extra days for festivals. Every four years there was an added 
day of festivals for leap year. 

However the calendar was unpopular with merchants who had to trade 
with countries using the Gregorian Calendar and it was particularly 
unpopular with the clergy who preferred the old calendar with all 
its religious holidays. The calendar was used from September 22 1792 
to September 18, 1805. 


The months were named to reflect the seasons of the year and are 
listed below with the approximate dates which they began:

The meeting of the NENA Board of 
Directors was called to order by John D. 
Mullen, Executive Secretary at 11:35 a.m. 
on Saturday, October 19, 1991. Those 
present were Paul White, Jan Dyroff, Jim 
Rolston, John Kittredge, Pierre Brassard, 
Ted Barrett, Jon Melick, and Robert 
Anderson. The reading of the minutes of 
the previous board meeting was waived. 
There was discussion of the costs of the 
1991 conference medals. Since we are 
minting fewer medals than in prior years, 
the cost per medal has increased 
dramatically when all ancillary expenses 
such as the die costs are included in the 
price per medal.
